Constitutes Intoxicating Liquor 


and War Time Law.

on what amount of alcohol in a bev­ 
erage constitutes intoxicating liquor. 
Solicitor General

ery, Inc., of Maryland. 
The lower 
court held that two and three-fourths 
percent, beer is not intoxicating un­ 
der the wartime prohibition aet. The 
government xviii insist that beer of 
one half of one percent, of alcohol 
or more should J>e declared intoxi­ 
cating.
